Between  the  melting  of  Winter’s  last  snow  and  the 
blooming  of  spring’s  first  tulip,  a  flat  and  barren  landscape 
is  an  ordeal  for  sensitive  people  to  endure.  And  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  when  Crocuses  are  available  to  fill  the  void.  It 
would  seem  almost  foolish  to  deprive  oneself  of  the  joy  that 
Crocuses  bring.

Crocuses,  the  earliest  of  all  spring  flowering  bulbs,  are  also 
the  cheapest,  and  there  is  nothing  else  to  take  their  place.  If 
the  foliage  is  not  cut  off  they  will  last  indefinitely.  They  should 
be  used  for  edging  tulip  beds  or  any  garden  bed  or  shrub  bor' 
der.  Scattered  through  the  lawn,  they  will  glejam  like  jewels 
against  the  verdant  background. 

For  best  effects  allow  seven  to  nine  bulbs  for  each  square  foot 

to  be  planted.

L  The  modern  Giant  Flowering  Tulip  is  the  result  of  three  sepa' 
^  rate  experiments  in  plant  breeding  and  of  the  inter^breeding  of 
the  products  of  these  experiments.  The  final  result  is  a  race  of 
Tulips  so  beautiful  and  with  a  color  range  so  varied  as  to  be  be' 
yond  even  the  imagination  of  the  previous  generation  of  gardeners. 

The  first  experiment  produced  the  DARWIN  TULIPS,  in' 
eluding  the  so'called  Ideal  Darwins.  The  resulting  colors  were 
gorgeous  reds,  magnificent  lovely  pinks  together  with  inferior 
purples  and  dirty  whites.  Obviously  the  group  was  neither  com' 
plete  nor  satisfactory. 

The  second  experiment  called  BREEDER  TULIPS  resulted  in 
color  variations  of  yellow  and  blue  tones.  Again  the  plant  breed' 
ers  failed  to  get  either  the  pure  primary  colors  blue  and  yellow  or 
white.  The  pure  primary  red  existed  only  in  the  DARWINS.

'  ent,  being  long  and  pointed,  whereas  the  characteristic  flower  of  the  Giant  Flowering 
Tulips  is  cup'shaped. 

The  long,  pointed  flowers  of  the  English  Tulips  are  indescribably  graceful  and 
lovely,  and  have  that  elusive  elegance  which  results  only  from  generations  of  careful 
breeding.  They  are  the  true  patricians  of  the  Tulip  family,  exhibiting  the  dignity, 
restraint,  graciousness  and  pride  of  carriage  which  comes  only  as  a  result  of  centuries 
of  leadership.  In  the  opinion  of  sophisticated  planters,  they  dominate  the  Tulip  family. 

The  English  Garden  Tulips  may  be  divided  into  two  groups — the  newer  and  more 
sophisticated  LilyTlowering  Tulips  and  the  older,  long,  slender,  pointed  forms.  The 
blooms  of  the  first  group  flare  out  towards  the  end  of  the  petal  after  the  manner  of  a 
Lily  flower.  For  the  most  part  the  second  group  preserves  the  narrow  flower  form 
thoughout  the  life  of  the  bloom,  though  there  are,  of  course,  some  intermediate 
forms.
